Ordinance Today Makes Publish- 
ers Subject to Penalty. 


DOCTORS. 


Measure Also Forbids Paid Publicity 
for Various Frauds. 


Publishers who sell advertising space to 
quack doctors are amenabie to the law today. 
An ordinance, resulting from Tun Tripuns's 
exposure of advertising fakers, goes into 
force, 

Ald, W. O. Nance introduced the ordinance, 
which is modeled after laws of other states 
which have stood the test of the courts. 

Not only disreputable doctors, but the pro- 
moters of fake auctions, “ bankrupt” and 
“fire” sales, now may be punished for mis- 
leading the public.

The ragged remnant of the Huerta army 
will be held at Fort Bliss as wards of the 
government. It will be the first time an 
American army has ben called on to shelter, 
feed, and clothe an entire division of a for- 


eign army.

These figures are based on the United States 
business of American companies holding 03 
per cent of the total assets of life companies 
of this country. 


Seek to Curb Policy Loans, 
Alomet all the life companies have at- 
tempted to take steps to discourage policy 
loans, on the ground that the policyholder 
by this practice mortgages his policy and 
thus defeats the object of protection. Loans 
on lite policies have increased from 3 1-3 per 
cent of the reserves in 1888 to 16.03 per cent 
in 1912; and probably will reach 18 per cent 
at the end of 1912. 

As a result of these loans, beneficiaries of 
life insurance policies will be deprived of 
much more than $500,000,000 of life insurance 
protection. Experience shows a large pro- 
portion of life insurance policies on which 
loans are made are allowed to lapse. 

The problem has become one of great con- 
cern to policyholders and companies. The 
insurance commissioners’ convention has 
taken steps to restrict and modify the loan 
privilege, in that they suggest a law which 
will prevent companies from issuing loans 
until ninety days have expired.

Dixie Assumes Great Power 
for First Time Since 
Before Civil War. 


EFFECT SEEN UPON LAW. 
Southrons Lead in Executive, 
Legislative, and Judicial 
Branches.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.— [Special. — 
The government of the United States is dom- 


inated by the south today as firmly as it was 
before the civil war. 

The president is a southerner by birth. 
largely by education, by marriage, and by 
the environment of his early manhood. Five 
of the ten members of his cabinet are south- 
erners by birth or by birth and residence. 
The chief justice of the United States Su- 
prema court is a southerner. 

The speaker of the house of representatives 
and the ficep teader of that body hail from 
the same section, and a majority of the Dem- 
ocrats of the house hail from the south and 
from states of southern inclination. 

The president pro tempore of the senate is 
a southerner. The majority of the Demo- 
crats of the senate represent states below 
the Mason and Dixon line. Practically ab 
the important committees of both houses 


have southerners as their chairmen. 


Regain Place in Fifty Tears. 

Such a situation has not been known in 
Washington since the nation was disrupted 
dy the civil war. It has taken half a cen- 
+ tury for the states that seceded to return to 


the possession of that eupreme power which 
they wielded for seventy years following the 


"foundation of the republic.

The injection can be made uber 
the skin or into the skin, or it can be vac- 
cinated into the skin. A late report from 
Germany is that the injection of about one 
drop into, not under, the skin has bees 
found to be the best method. 
Immunity may begin eight days after the 
injection, but usually does not begin for 
ten days. The reaction consists of reduega, 
awelling and pain at the point of injection 
and a light fever lasting less than a day. 
Children immunised in this way have 
been allowed to stay in the room with cases 
of diphtheria without contracting the dis- 
ease. This niethod has now been used on 


several thousand children. One pbysician 
has reported 800 children immunized in this 
way.

It would seem that, when diphtheria gets 
into a school, the entire body of atudents 
could be immunised and the epidemic 
stopped at onte. The method is 2 
applicable to orphan asylums, 2 
hospitals and homes. 

When a case develops in a family, the 
children could be immunized, kept away 
from the sick brother or sister for ten days, 
and then allowed to enter the quarantined 
quarters with impunity.

sels, and that, moreover, the officials of this
